Canal  Street  Track  I nstallation  to  Affect 
Traffic  Patterns  for  a Month 
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J ust  a week  after  the  fireworks  of  the  Fourth  of  J uly  and  the 
entertainment  of  Essence  Fest,  the  Regional  Transit  Authority  will 
mark  a major  milestone  in  the  North  Rampart  Street/St.  Claude 
Avenue  Streetcar  Project. 

On  Sunday  July  12,  construction  contractors  will  begin  installation  of 
the  Half  Grand  Union,  a special  section  of  track  that  will  connect 
the  new  North  Rampart  line  to  the  Canal  Street  and  UPT-Loyola 
lines.  Construction  will  be  a 24-hour,  seven-day  operation  for 
approximately  30  days. 

Motorists,  transit  riders,  pedestrians  and  bicyclists  will  be  impacted 
by  the  construction,  which  will  require  lane  and  intersection 
closures  and  changes  to  some  bus  and  streetcar  operations. 


A Half-Grand  Union  already  exists  at  the  intersection  of  Loyola 
Avenue  and  Canal  Street.  That  installation,  which  took  place  in 
2012,  required  four  months  to  complete.  During  the  design  of 
Rampart  Streetcar  Project,  the  project  team  discovered  a way  to 
accelerate  the  construction  process  at  the  intersection  of  Rampart 
and  Canal  Street.

Register  Your  Security  Camera  with  NOPD  to  Help  Fight  Crime 


If  you  own  a security  camera  in  New  Orleans,  you  can  now  register 
it  with  NOPD  to  help  detectives  solve  crimes  in  your  neighborhood 
and  provide  strong  evidence  to  put  offenders  away. 

The  New  Orleans  Police  and  J ustice  Foundation,  in  partnership  with 
the  NOPD,  launched  a new  online  service  called  Safecam  NOLA. 

The  program  allows  residents  and  business  owners  to  register  their 
security  cameras  with  New  Orleans  Police.  The  SafecamNOLA 
project  is  an  expansion  of  "Safecam8,"  which  was  an  on-line 
program  that  Downtown  residents  and  business  owners  in  the 
Eighth  Police  District  have  been  using  for  years  to  register  their 
cameras  with  Eighth  District  police.  The  1,302  8th  District  cameras 
that  are  in  that  system  are  now  included  in  the  citywide 
SafecamNOLA  system.

In  an  effort  to  increase  participation  in  the  curbside  recycling 
program,  the  City  of  New  Orleans  has  announced  that  citizens  in 
Downtown  New  Orleans  can  now  call  311  to  request  delivery  of 
the  blue  recycling  bins  if  their  property  is  eligible  for  collection  by 
the  City.
